rope are Engaged, upon the Succeſs whereof 
the Common Safety and Wellfare of Our K ing- 
doms, and ihe Liberties of Europe, do Funder 
GOD) wholly depend; Have out of Our Keli- 
gious Diſ in, Ordained, That a General 
and Publick Faſt ſhall be Obſcrv'd throughout 
Our n bole K ingdom of Great Britain. The 


Intent and Dulign of it is as remarkably ſe- 


rions. That ſo both We und Our People 
Humble Our ielve: before Almigbiy GOD, 
in order to biain Frrdim for our Sins, and 
may, in moſt Devout and olemn Manner, ſend 
vp our Prayers and Supplications to the Divine 
Maj:ſty. for Averting thoſe beauy Fudg ments 
which our monifeld Sins ind Provecations 
bruve moſt juſt'y d ſtrv'd, and Imploring- His 
Bi:jing and. ill auce on the Arms of Us and 
Ou- Alli-s. and Our and Their Forces, both by 
Sea and Land and for Reſtoring and Perperu 

ating Feace, Safety and Proſperity, to Us and 
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Our "Kingdoms, and the Nations and States in 
Alliance with Us. The Earneſtneſs, where - 
with Her Maj ſty enjoyns this Faſt, is very - 
copiouſly contain'd in the laft Paragraph of 
the ſaidProclamation. Thus, Andwe do ſtrict- 

y Char Command, That the [4id Publick 

Faſt bs Mverentiy ani decently obſcrv'd by all 
Our Loving Subje 8, within our ſaid King dom 
of Great Britain, on the ſaid Fourteenth Day 
of 'J-nuary next, 4c they tender the Favout of 
Almighty GOD, and would avoid” bis Wrath 
and Indignation, and upon Pain of ſuch Pu- 
niſhmens 4s We may jufily infli& on all ſuch as 
conte mn or negle4 the Performance of ſo Re- 
ligious a Duty, _. E: 

Now pray, Gentlemen, let ugexamine a 
little, how many of che Sc Biſhops that 
the per 5 ers co have united with 
the Engliſh Clergy, how many öf the per- 
ſecuted Clergy that are turn'd out of tbe it 
Livings, and oppreſo'd for Conſcience Sake, 
how manv of theſe kept this Faſt ? Should 
your Charity be diſpoſed among the Scots 
Clergy who are perſecuted for meer Conſci- 
ence, and that conform. to the Government, 
tho* they cannot to theChurch in ſhort were 
it to be diſpoſed to none, but ſuch as do not 
on all Occaſions declare themſelyes Enemies 
to the Government, and are Diſſenters in Po- 
liticks as well as Religion; I fay, it would 
either make that FEW very rich, or muſt be 
return'd to you again for Want of Objects. 

Ia ſhert, to teſtifie this Matter more 
plainly, let me communicate to you a Letter 
which I have had by me ſometime, und 
which I have ſo often ſhewn in Convegſa» 
tion, that I have Witneſſes enough-of its 
being an Original, and the Author of it al- 
ſo well known 3 I (hall make but ſmall Com- 
ments on ſuch Things as theſe, they are 
Matters of Fat, any Body may draw Con- 
ſequences from them.

excert Mr. Walker a» Epiſcopal Miniſter, 
who very freely obſerv'd rhe Dh The Reſt 
were al ſhut up. There were ſome Obſer- 
vations made, that both at Leith md bere, 
* the otbe Party made their publick Appearance 
at the Taverns and Publick- Houſes, of which 
ſome Notice bas alſo been taken, in order to 
proſecute rhe ſaid Houſes by Law———Thus 
theſe Gentlemen teſtify'd, that 10 pray for the 
Succeſs of ber Majeſty's Arms, is inconſiſtent 
with their Principles, and what they bave no 
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Inc lination to do, tho" this is but the leaft 


Part of their Averſion, which they diſcover on 
all Occaſions, both to ber Majeſty's Perſon and

and here you may ſee, who are for French 
Invaders and Popiſh Pretenders, aud who 
not; and no Queſtion it has the Plot 
of this Party to caft the Jealou ie off from 
themſelves on the Presbyterian, becauſe 
they Cppos'd the Union—And here appears, 
what 1 noted before, of the Difference be- 
tween DISSATISFACTION and DIS.
